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Judge James EK. Boyd, of the court 
of the western North Garolina dis- 
trict, declared the Keating-Owen 
act unconstitutioal. Judge Boyd's 
decree was signed last Friday after- 
noon, at the conclusion of extend- 


ed argument for and against the 
law. 
Preliminary to. announcing his 


judgment, the president of the court 
paid a compliment te the men who 
had argued the case. He said that 
in recent years no greater array of 


jearned men in the law had assem- 


bled in the United States-to analyze 
a statute, Beeause of this able dis- 
section in his presence, Judge Boyd 
said he came to the task he had to 
perform as fully advised* and- in- 
formed as he reasonably could ex- 
pect to be. He stated he was egrati- 
fied by the eandor of Prof. Park- 
inson, af the defense of the law, who 
asserted that Congress had used its 


power of interstate commerce for 


the object of regulation of — loeal 
conditions within the state and the 
discouragement of child labor. This 
admission left, the issue clear, said 
the judge, and -brought forward the 
question: “Can Congress do by in- 
direction that which it undoubted- 
ly cannol do direetly.” 

Congress can regulate trade among 
the state but not the internal con- 
ditions of labor, the judge said. He 
reviewed briefly the development of 
government from the family control, 
through the tribal day to the pres- 
ent stage of civilization, and stated 
that his opinion is that the parent 
continues the best agent for the 
direction of the hours and other de- 
tails in connection with the labor of 
the child. This assertoin the court 
explained was merely by the way, 
and not of direet bearing upon. the 
issue. He said he came to the duty 
of passing upon the validity or in- 
validity of an act of the legislative 
branch of the federal government 
with full realization of the signifi- 
eance of his position. He deelared 
his approval of laws tending to ele- 
vate the condition and moral state 
of all the people, and while inciden- 
tally expressing seme doubt of the 
wisdom of too much child labor leg- 
islation, made it clear that his judg- 
ment on the act was based upon his 
interpretation of the constitutional 
limitations of congressional power: 

The decree signed by Judge Boyd, 
after the preliminary recitation of 
the facts that the case had been 
presented in equity. and the com- 
plaint the . Fidelity 
Manufacturing eompany, and mo- 
fion to dismiss the suit. filed by Dis- 
trict Attorney W. C. Hammer, de- 


nies the motion of the distriet af- 
torney and provides that the “de- 
fendant Fidelity Manufacturing 
company be and is hereby per- 
manently enjoined in any way or 
manner, by reason of the force of 
said act of Congress, discharging 
the minor plaintiff, John Dagenhart, 
from its services, or curtailing the 
employment of the minor plaintiff, 
Reuben Dagenhart, to eight hours 
per day.” 

The decree goes further, enjoin- 
ing the district attorr.ey or his dep- 
uties and agents, from “enforcing 
or attemping to enforce the provis- 
ions of the aforesaid act of Con- 
gress or any part thereof, and from 
instituting or causing to be instifut- 
ed any prosecution or proceeding 
under the aforesaid: statute or any 
of the provisions thereof.” 

Under the order of the court the 
plaintiffs, Roland H. Dagenhart and 
his sons, recover the costs of the 
suif from the defandants. 

This decree is operative for the 
district only but the test has only 
begun and the defenders of the law 
fee] assured that the Supreme court 
will uphold the aet as constitutional. 
The persons here interested in the 
law believe that special haste will 
be made in the presentation of the 
ease on appeal to the higest. court 
for adjudication. 

W. P. Bynum made the final 
speech in the argument on the. ts- 
sue, his address heing the only one 
delivered Friday. He closed the 
ease for the plaintinffs, urging the 
unconstitutionality of the law. He 
spoke for two hours and five minu- 
tes. The contention-in-chief of 
Judge Bynum was that the power to 
close the arteries of interstate com- 
merce to lawful article of exchange 
which are not in themselves injur- 
ious fo public health, morals or 
safely, is not possessed by Congress. 
The duty of Congress in the exercise 
of its privileges under fhe interstate 
ecommerce clause, he said, was to 
facilitate, not to hamper, certainiv 
not to prohibit, the exchange of 
human necessaries. 

The police power of the state 1s 
defined with well established limits 
and the congerssional authority over 
the intercourse between stafes is no 
less clearly deserthbed by the. opin- 
ions whieh have been written by 
the highest court, Judge Bynum 
said. He undertook to shew how the 
state is kept within its limited 
privileges and how Congress is held 
fo a certain course from which if 


may not stray. When Missouri 
passed a law to keep Texas and 
other states’ cattle from crossing 


the line during certain months of 
the vear, the law was declared un- 
constifutional, because the state ex- 
ceeded its police powers. There 
was nothing in the act to show that 
the exclusion of the cattle was be- 
cause of danger in the commercial 
article itself; wherefore the = state 


was infringing upon the ground of: 


Congress, in which is lodged the 
supreme control of interstate ¢om- 
merce. 

One of the principal rights of the 
people of the states guaranteed to 
them by the constitution is the 
privilege of business, the enterprise 


incident to making a living. Everv 
man has an undeniable right to 


seek a market with his produet, said 
Judge Bynum, and when Congress 
undertakes to restrict the exercise 
of that right, when the product is 
good and proper in itself, then does 
it go beyond the authority vested in 

In the Keating-Owen law, - Con- 
gress nof only undertakes to keen 
an article of commerce made by 
child lahor out of the arteries of 
interstate commerce but closes those 
arteries to products of adult labor, 
also. This is the effect of the pro- 
vision that all goods of any factory 
shall be kept out of those channels, 
if a child has been employed in the 
mill at any time for 30 days prior to 
removal of the goods from the place 
of manufacture. This was describ- 
ed hy the lawyer-as an undquestion- 
able usurpation of power. 

“No purpose however salutary can 
warrant the infraction of funda- 
mental law.” said Judge Bynum. He 
inveighed against what he denomi- 
nated as insidious construction of 
the terms of the constitution, and 
declared that as lone as the docu- 
ment stands it “is a written instru- 
ment, not a progressive develop- 
ment” and must be so construed. 
Any twisting the terms of the con- 
stitution for immediate use for anv 
purpose can only lead to the gravest 
legal difficulties. he contended. 

Should the Kealing-Owen law 
stand. Judge Bynum said, it would 
deny the father of minor children of 
his. property rizhts, the income 
from. his children’s labor. without 
“due precess of law.” It: would 
deny the .child its fundamental 
right {6 choose an employment and 
work for-a living. The mills em- 
ploving such children would be in- 
fringed upon,. because their assured 
privilege of finding a market for 
good r “oducts would be taken away 
from them. He» declared .the. law 
arhitrary, unreasonable, and dareer - 
ous fo the rights of the people. 


Law Declared Unconstitutional 


Junias Parker of New York who 
opened the case for Dagenhart spoke 
al. length and powerfully. He as- 
saulted the law from various angles. 
It is fundamentally at odds. with 


the law of the nation because it 
seeks fo prohibit an aétion not’ 
harmful in itself because the per- 


son has committed in the past an 
offense against the sensibilities of 
Congress. He said that. when the: 
act provides that any mill using the 
labor of a child under 14 may not 
for thirty days thereafter send ifs 
manufactured products into the 
channels of interstate commerce 
Congress leaves the domain of ecom- 
merce, where ifs powers lie, and 
enters with regulative hand the fae- 
tory itself, the eontral of which is 
the concern of the state. 

The law does not prohibit child 
labor. nor the interstate commerce 
in produets of such labor, Mr. Par- 
ker said, inasmuch as a manufac- 
furer might make his goods by the 
work of “habes in arms,” close his 
mill for 30 days and legally tender 
the goods for interstate shipment 
without molestation by the Keatinge- 
Owen act. On the other hand, if a 
manufacturer had a factory with 10 
departments and the goods of onlv 
one department. were. intended for 
interstate trade, he could not ship 
those goods if he emploved so much 
of child labor as a 13-year-old water 
boy in one of his departments mak- - 


Ing goods for intrastate trade solely. 


The bill as finally passed by the 
senate was not the measure suhmit- 
ted in the house and this strictness 
was the chief difference, he said. 
The act represents the attempt of 
Congress to make a man engaged 
in. interstate commerce amenable to 
it for his past eonduet, Mr. Parker 
said, and thereby takes full police 
power of a rigid sort. Tn passing 
this law, the Congress goes beyond 
fhe limitations of the sneeially del- 
egated powers and vielafes the 1tth 


amendment to. the constitution 
which provides that all powers not 
specifically given. {fo the Tmited 


States hv the several states are ex. 
pressiy held fo those states sever- 
ally and to the people. Further 
more. in pursnit of his areument. 
Mr. Parker declared the act viola- 
tive of the fifth amendment. in thal 
if if is not a sneeifiealty delegated 
power of the act is denpri- 
vaforv of pranerty without due pro- 
cess of law.

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Textile Growth of South Carolina. 


The annual mid-year census of 
the textile industry in South Garo- 
lina has been made public by GCom- 
missioner &. J. Watson, of the State 
Department of Agriculture; Com- 
merece and industries. The report 
shows considerable increase over 


last vear in the amount of capital 
invested in textile imdustrtes, 
spindles and in the value of the an- 


nual output of the eotton mills. Ht 
also shows a decrease in ehild labor 
in the State. Changes are noted 
from the use of straight water and 
steam horsepower and of electric 
power generated by water to the use 
of electricity generated by steam. 
The bulk of the power in use in the 
State is still steam. 

Commissioner Watson, tm sum- 
-marizing the census, says m part: 

“There is a decrease of $284,045 in 
eapital stock, due to consolidation, 
hut there has been an inerease of 
$4°0141.790 in capital invested in 
plants, the total eapital now being 
$92. 621,499. 

“We have 4,867,319 spindles, an in- 
erease of 107.632 over last year. 
There has been an inerease of 2,361 
lnoms. 

“The mills are now. consuming 
944.196 hales. of. cotton a vear, 14,- 
478 more than last vear and are us- 


ing 616.554 tons of coal, 16,945 less 
than last vear. The most interest- 


ing fact is that the value of the pro- 
ducts this vear is $134,948,966, which 
$43.493 459 ereater than: in 1916. 
Some of the mills have more than 
doubled the value of their product 
“There has been a falling off of 
1696 in the number of white males 
employed, vel there has been an in- 
erease of only 141 in white females 
The negro male total stands about 
the same. 2.848. while there has 
been an increase of 183 in the num- 
ber of negro females. The © total 
number of emploves has been de- 
ereased by 1,387 and the village pop- 


ulations have. increased by 4,605. 
There has. been a. decrease of 324 
boys. and 166 girls between the ages 
of 144 and 16 vears. There are now 
only 4,739 children in the mills. 
Last vear there were 7,807 and of 
these 2.578 were between the ages 
of 12 and 14. Now there are none 
under 44 years.”

Editor: 

I noticed in vour last edition that 
a writer who signs himself “Ex- 
empted,” wishes to know the best 
way to seour twister rails. 

I shall be glad to give him the 
benefit of my experience since I 
have had several years of this kind 
of work. 

First he should get a cast iron 
sink about 6 inches longer than his 
rails, about 24-inehes wide and 6- 
inches deep and have a perforated 
steam pipe about %-inch in the 
hottom. He should then fill it with 
water, and turn on the steam and 
put. a side of rails in at one time. 
Next, 
handfuls of floor scouring powder 
and a couple of cups full of coal oll 
and boil them five minutes, the dirt 
and grease could then all be wiped 
off. I use the same water on four 
frames H. & B. and F. & J. 
rails. run 50 to 80 and boil the 
rails. Every three weeks also re- 
new the travelers, 

I use bronze travelers and non- 
fluid oil.

Dear Sir: We are in feceipt of 
your letter of June 29th, and have 
pleasure in giving you the following 
information, which is perforce very 
breifly put. The English factories 
and Workshops Act permits the em- 
ployment of children (of either sex). 
On attaining the age of 12 they may 


be employed half time, bul contin- 


gent half-time attendance at sehool 
is compulsory, The general practice 
is to work all the afternoons in one 
week and then all the mornings in 
the following week, to ensure each 
child receiving the full school cur- 
riculum. In some cases full days 
are worked viz: Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday of one week, and 
‘Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday of 
the next. Before a child can be em- 
ployed in a textile or other factory,

he or she has to pass a medical ex- 
for general fitness, ‘To 
verify the age the child is always 
required to preduce a. birth cerifi- 
cate any time when seeking fresh 
employment up to the age of 16. 

On attaining the age of 14, a child 
ceases to be a half-timer and be- 
comes a young person. Young per- 
sons, that is. males under 16 and 
femalés under 148, are allowed to 
work the full statutory number of 
hours—-in textile mills 55 4-2 hours 
per week, but they are not allowed 
to work overtime without the per- 
mission of H,. M. Inspector of Fac- 
tories. That permission hardly 
ever given; except under such extra- 
ordinary. conditions as a European 
War, when overtime was permitted 
in the woolen and worsted branch 
to previde khaki. 

In some special cases, . Such as 
when a child is an orphan or the 


is 


parents are very poor, if the child 


has put in a certain. percentage of 


attendance (fairly high) at school 
during the immediately preceding 
five years, and has attained a cer- 
tain standard of proficiency in writ- 
ing, reading and arithmetic, fixed by 
the Board of Education, a boy or a 
girl may become a half-timer at 
the age of 141, and a full timer at 
the age of 13. ‘These early leaving 
certificates, however, are al the dis- 
posal of the local education author- 
ities and are increasingly difficult to 
secure. Indeed it is not going too 
far fo say that half-time employ- 
ment is now much less prevalent 
than formerty, although those who 
have sought to have if. abolished 
have not yet accomplished their ob- 
ject. In the cotton trade; particu- 
larly the weaving section, there are 
most half-timers,- although some 
mill managers refuse fo have half- 
timers at all. Im the woolen and 
worsted trades half-timers are 
rarely used, 

There are no regulations in re- 


spect of payment of juvenile labor 
and practice varies with the loeai- 
ity and the trade. In some Gases 
learners are not paid anything for 
several weeks. In most eases they 
are paid about 2s. 6d. per week for 
about six months, when the pay 
after is increased gradually aceord- 
ing to ability and the job. |

Won First Blood. 


The first step in having the Keat- 
ing-Owen Child Labor Law declar- 
ed unconstitutional was  seeured 
when Judge Jas. E. Boyd declared 
the law uneonstitutional on Aug. 
Sist, after hearing the case of Ro- 
land H. Dagenhart vs. Fidelity Mfg, 
Co, 

It has been stated in other textile 
journals that the case was brought 
and fought by the bie tohacco com- 
panies, but such is not the truth. 


The case was prepared and 
brought. by David Clark, and the 
able array of lawyers in the case 


were employed by him. The funds 
for paying the attorneys was raised 
by Mr. Clark from the cotton mills 
of the South. and no contribution 
has been received from any tobacco 
eompany. The case ‘was selected 
from a number of others and was 
so carefully arranged that the Gov- 
ernment attorneys could find ne 
flaw and passed it without protest, 
which will permit it fo reach the 
United States Supreme Court en- 
tirely wpon the question of its con- 
stitutionality. | 

Before. this case was brought! 
fully seventy-five percent of the 
people in North Carolina . believed 
that Judge Boyd would hold it un- 
constitutional, but Jadge Boyd em- 
phatically declared it a violation of 
the constitution. and State’s rights 
and we believe that the United 
States Supreme Court will do like- 
wise. 

It. is significant that the Govern- 
ment sent none of its regular attor- 
neys to argue this case, but left the 
erent fo the National Child Labor 
Committee, who emploved Roscoe

In response to your request, T am 
writing to confirm my late conver-

Labor Law. 

Your attention is directed mn this 
connection to Section 6 of the Act 
and Section 2 of Regulation 12. You 
will note that the latter says: “A 
dealer shipping goods from a state 
other than the state of manufacture 
or production does not require. a 
guaranty in order to be protected 
from prosecution.” 

If a cotton mill in North Garolhna 
ships ifs produet to a dealer in 
North Carolina and that dealer puts 
the goods in. interstate commerce, 
under the Act, he is liable to prose- 
cution if the standards laid down in 
Section 1 were not followed in the 
factory or mill in which those goods

Incendiary Fire at Augusta Factory.

Cotton Goods Report 


New York.—Buying contimued to 
be dull in the cotton goods markets 
during the past week. Only routine 
business reeeived attention due to 
the faet that the holidays interfered 
with the regular working schedules 
of many houses which fell under 
the spell of the holiday spirit. 

Many buyers maintam that raw 
material is higher than conditions 
warrant and that prices for finished 
merchandise is thus higher than 
they should be. Many, likewise, be- 
lieve that prices are ready to break 
because of the unsteady tone in the 
raw silk and cotton markets. [1 is 
not believed. however, that the un- 
certainty of the future of raw ma- 
terials will effect the price to any 
marked degree. There will be no 
general price decline because mills 
are well filled with business and if 
will be some time before they will 
be able to work on goods that will 
be affected by the processes of man- 
ufacture at a lower cost. 

Since softer raw material is nol 
an assured fact, and there is no 
surplus stocks to amount to any- 
thing, .it is further contended thal 
even with cheaper raw materials 
there is small chance for softer 
prices in some time. 

The conditions that cause this un- 


certainty in the raw cotton. market 


are ascribed £6 many reasons, prom- 
inent among which are the numer- 
ous rumors of. peace, and drought 
in certain cotton growing sections. 
While the labor conditions at pres- 
ent are good there is uneasiness in 
many quarters thaf the labor prob- 
lem will be somewhal 
when the fields are ripe and. ready 
for picking. 

The scarcity of certain cotton fab- 
ries used largely by. the export 
trade, the transportation problem. 
and President Wilson's embargo on 
merehandise for export, which in- 
eludes. cotton, are the problems 
which now. confront export trade. 

Shippers fear the embargo will 
practically halt all transactions with 
Denmark, Holland, Spain, and Nor- 
way, for the time being, but despite 
the new- embargo regulations, if is 
reported that buvers still are in the 
cottean market fer export shipment. 

The CGentra!l and South American 
countries are buying at a liberal 
In fact,. their demand is 
about the best m the export market 
al present. Cuba and the West. In- 
dies are doing eansiderable buying. 
Mexico continues to be a large buy- 


‘er. While a good deal is being sent 


overiand. Most of the goods are 
sent by beat. 

Those who are familiar with. the 
Far Eastern situation, expect very 
little export frade from China, be- 
ease Japan is getting the bulk of 
the Chinese business. 

Shippers have been applying in 
rreat numbers for special lhcenses 
granted by the Export License Bu- 
reau in order to ship goods to some 
of the above mentioned points, only 
a few.-of these permits, however, 
have been granted and exporters feel 
that these permits will be granted 
only in the most urgent cases.

Government con- 
tracts, however, are keeping = the 
market from being a dead affaim It 
seems to be the prevailing opinion 
that, the demand for combed varns 
of all kinds will continue slow; tha!

ceed the consumption until prices 
get down: to a lower level, 

There were some imquiries about 
varns for future deliveries by 
users of carded yarn in cones, 
Quite a few were asking about de- 
liveries starting the first of the 
vear, and few dealers or spinners 
care to sell for delivery starting so 
far in the future. 

Carded weaving yarns were alse 


in light demand throughout = the 
entire week, There were inquiries 


for quantities ranging from a couple 
of packages wp to 25,000 pounds and 
sales up to 25,000 pounds were made 
since the manufacturers of goods 
for civilian use are not getting any 
new business worth mentioning they 
are not buying varns. 

Much of the belief that there will 
be lower prices in cotton, and con- 
sequently lower prices for varns is 
based on the recent government re- 
port on the eondilion of the cotton 


crop. 

I is now being edmitted that 
government orders alone are not 
sufficient to assure a good volume 
of busines and generous orders 


for gaods for the use of civilians are 
necessary and prices must drop in 
order to get these orders.
